To:-  The  Ashby  Woulds  Urban  District  Council. 
Mr  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 


I beg  to  submit  for  your  attention  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health,  sanitary  circumstances  and  vital  statistics 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1967.  The  report  generally  follows  the  lines 
indicated  in  Circular  1/68,  dated  2nd  January  1968,  from  The  Ministry  of 
Health. 


During  the  year  the  late  Dr  Segerdal  occupied  the  post  of  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  as  he  had  indeed  done  for  many  years  previously.  As  you 
know,  he  died  in  April  1968,  a few  weeks  after  his  appointment  terminated  so 
that  most  of  the  information  contained  in  the  Report  is  derived  from  documents 
and  statistics  collected  by  him. 

Having  no  personal  first  hand  knowledge  of  the  events  in  the  Public 
Health  field  in  the  District  during  1967  imposes  certain  restrictions  on  one 
in  the  preparation  of  the  Report,  It  had  been  Dr  Segerdal' s custom  to 
comment  briefly  on  the  general  provision  of  health  services,  but  I understand 
that  no  known  changes  in  these  took  place  during  the  year,  so  that  the 
information  contained  in  the  last  Annual  Report  still  stands  and  it  has  not; 
been  thought  necessary  at  this  stage  to  do  more  than  mention  that  this  is  so. 

Dr  Segerdal,  I an  sure,  received  much  help  from  your  Surveyor  and 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  from  other  members  of  your  staff,  as  well  as  from 
members  of  the  Council  in  their  various  ways  and  I feel  it  is  my  duty  to  express 
thanks  to  them  on  his  behalf.

Hr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  a report  on  the  environmental  health  of 
the  District  during  19&7  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department. 

This  has  been  the  first  full  year  in  which  the  system  of  part-time 
operation  has  been  carried  out  by  inspectors  of  The  Swadlincote  Urban  District. 

The  pressing  need  is  for  a conplete  survey  of  the  housing  stock  and 
during  the  year  preliminary  surveys  were  made,  particularly  with  regard  to 
Albert  Village  where  there  is_a  high  proportion  of  houses  either  totally  unfit 
car  lacking  amenities  and  a reasonable  standard  of  repair  - some  have  been 
dealt  with  temporarily  by  means  of  improvement  grants  but  the  improvement 
scheme  as  operated  in  the  district  may  well  be  extended  at  some  future  date. 
Clean  Air  Policy  has  not  been  advanced  in  this  period  and  there  have  been 
problems  from  Manufacturing  premises  and  tips  which  have  been  dealt  with  as 
far  as  possible. 

The  difficulties  connected  with  refuse  disposal  were  to  a large  extent 
solved  in  1967  not  least  by  the  valuable  efforts  of  the  officers  and  staff 
who  carried  out  more  rigorous  tip  control,  thus  preventing  wind  blown  rubbish, 
flies  and  vermin,  not  tc  mention  the  more  ‘aesethetic*  appearance  of  the  area. 
Various  complaints  of  offensive  smells  were  investigated  during  the  year  and 
in  some  cases  were  fuund  to  be  directly  connected  with  sexverage  installations, 
a reminder  that  technical,  "expertise"  must  go  together  with  common  sense  and 
an  appreciation  of  the  human  involvements  in  the  environment.  The  only 
operating  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  was  duly  inspected  by  The  Ministry  Veterina 
Officer  and  pronounced  satisfactory,  this  being  of  course  an  additional  check  to 
the  inspections  already  made  from  time  to  time  by  your  Inspectors.  The 
animals  slaughtered  were  of  good  quality  and  there  has  been  no  major  appearance 
of  disease. 

In  conclusion  I would  thank  the  elected  representatives  and  the  other 
officers  of  the  Council,  together  with  their  staff,  for  their  assistance 
and  co-opcration.

Sewage  Disposal 

Satisfactory  effluents  from  all  three  sewage  disposal  works  have 
been  maintained.  The  work  of  diverting  the  flow  of  sewerage  from  the  old 
Stone  Row  Sewage  Works  to  the  new  Sewage  Works  situated  in  the  Ashby  Rural 
District  has  now  been  completed  and  is  working  satisfactorily.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  diversion  affecting  the  Donisthorpe  Lane  Sewage  Works  will  be 
in  a state  of  completion  during  the  latter  part  of  1968.  This  will  mean  that 
the  whole  of  the  sewerage  throughout  the  district,  with  the  exception  of 
Albert  Village,  will  be  treated  outside  the  Urban  Di  trict.
